Rita Elizabeth Nelson, 24, an 
Mrs. Ethel Christie, 54. 

Mrs. May Langridge, sister of 
Rita, Nelson, testified at the in- 
quest that her sister at the time 
of her death was expecting a 
baby in about three months. She 
worked in the Notting Hill area 
as a waitress. 

The inquest later was adjourned 
“for further inquiries” until 
April 27.

Envoy Gascoigne Report- 
ed Summoned to Lon- 
don for Consultation on 
Moscow’s New ‘Peace 
Offensive.’ 


MOSCOW, March 30 (AP) — 
The British Foreign Office today 
recalled Ambassador Sir Alvary 
Gascoigne for what is described 
as urgent consultation. 

The envoy is leaving here to- 
morrow morning, not even re- 
maining for the Queen Mary 
memorial services he had planned 
at the Embassy for noon tomor- 
row. 


The recall of Gascoigne was a 
complete reversal of previous in- 
structions. 

The ambassador first planned 
to take a leave early in March. 
Then came Stalin’s illness and 
death and it was postponed, 

He next expected to leave Mos- 
cow just after Easter, but before 
the weekend, the Foreign Office 
told him to remain here. 


For an unannounced reason the 
Foreign Office today ordered him 
immediately to London. He will 
not wait for a British plane to be 
sent for him but will travel on the 
reguiar Soviet alr liner as far as 
Berlin.

days.” This indicated that the 
Foreign Office wants him in 
Moscow these days.

British te Meet Reds Tomorrow 
On Air Incidents. 


British announced today that they 
will meet with the Russians in 
East Germany tomorrow night to 
discuss ways of preventing’ such 
air incidents as the recent shoot- 
ing down of a British bomber by 
Soviet fighters over Germany. 

The announcement said _ the 
conference will be held at the 
headquarters of the Soviet Con- 
trol Commission at Karlshorst. 

Indicating that further talks 
may follow, the British added that 
“the location of the next meet- 
ing may be in the British sector 
of Berlin.” 

Informed sources said the chief 
British representative would be 
Air Marshal Sir Robert Foster, 
commander of the Second Tacti- 
cal Air Force in Germany. 

Top Officials May Take Part. 

It is believed the Russians will 

be represented by top officials of 
the aviation department of the 
Soviet Control Commission. 
The meeting was proposed by 
the Soviet commander-in-chief in 
Germany, Gen. Vassily I. Chui- 
kov, in rejecting a British protest 
that the shooting March 13 was 
“an unwarranted and brutal act of 
aggression.” Seven British crew- 
men died in the R.A.F, Lincoln 
bomber, which Soviet MIG-15 
fighters blasted from the sky over 
a Berlin-West Germany air cor- 
ridor across the Soviet zone of 
Germany. 

The Foreign Office said only 
British and Russian representa- 
tives will take part in tomorrow's 
conference. It added, however, 
that the British Government will 
keep in close touch with the 
United States and French Govern- 
ents. 

Soviet fighters shot down a 
United States Thunderjet fighter 
two days before the bomber inci- 
dent, but the pilot bailed out and 
escaped injury. 

Sabre Jets Due Tomorrow. 

‘ At Landstuh], Germany, today 
the United States Air Force was 
preparing to welcome 25 Sabre 
jets due to arrive tomorrow for 
patrol duty along the Iron Cur- 
tain.’

Message to Congress 


Calls for Creation of 


Special Commission to Study 
| Problems. 


WASHINGTON, March 30 (UP) 
—President Eisenhower told Con- 
gress today overlapping federal- 
state taxation powers must be 
cleared up so the people will not 
be forced “to pay taxes on taxes.” 
He said this is “a major na- 
tional problem.” 

In a message to the Senate and 
House, he asked for creation of a 
special commission on govern- 
mental functions and fiscal re- 
sources. 

Eisenhower said the commis- 
sion would study federal grants- 
in-aid to states, overlapping taxa- 
tion and associated probleins in- 
volving welfare programs. 

“Lines of authority must be 
clean and clear, the right areas 
of action for federal and state 
government plainly defined,” 
Eisenhower said. “This is impera- 
tive for the efficient administra- 
tion of governmental programs in 
the fields of health, education, 


social security and other grant- 
in-aid areas.” 

The President said the Federal 
Government during the 
years has entered fields which 
had been primarily reserved for 
state and local governments. The 
result has been a blurring of re- 
sponsibilities of local government, 
he said. 

“It has led to duplication and 
waste,” he said. “It is time to 
relieve the people of the need to 
pay taxes on taxes.” 

The President said there now 
are more than 30 programs in- 
volving federal grants-in-aid to the 
states, and that these cost the 
Federal Government more than 
two billion dollars a year and 
make up approximately one-fifth 
of state revenues. 

The commission he proposed 
would be made up of Government 
and public members, backed by 
“an excellent staff.”

GUATEMALA CITY, March 30 
(AP)—The Army has declared a 
nation-wide military alert fol- 
lowing the crushing last night of 
an 18-hour uprising led by under- 
graduate army officers in Lower 
Verapaz province.

Thomas W. Clements, 70, ac- 
companied by a nurse, arrived 
at the nursing home only to learn 
that his wife had died in flames 
about two hours before he came. 
The scene of the disaster was 
grim. Weeping relatives were go- 
ing from cluster to cluster of per- 
sons asking if their loved ones 
had been saved. An occasional 
can of food in the ashes of the 
home exploded, startling the 
crowd, 

The charred, shriveled bodies 
lay for hours on twisted bed- 
steads or in the smoking ashes be- 
side them until they could be 
identified. Then the only way 
they could be named was for a 
nurse to say who should have 
been in those beds. 

Cause of the fire is not known. 
The Clearwater fire chief said 
preliminary checks led him to be- 
lieve the blaze started near the 
kitchen and supply room. Little- 
field said he thought the fire be- 
gan in a front bedroom. 

Several patients ran screaming 
from the blazing building, hiding 
in the surrounding grapefruit 
grove. 

The patients ranged in age 
from 45 to 98, with most of them 
above 65. Many were old age 
pensioners, getting a little addi- 
tional welfare help from Pinellas 
county, Others were mental cases.

State Representative Omar L. 
Schnatmeier, former sheriff of 
St. Charles county, today was 
nominated by President Eisen- 
hower to be United States mar- 
shal for the eastern district of 
Missouri with offices here. 

Schnatmeier, a Republican, will 
succeed Otto Schoen, an appoint- 


tee of former President Truman, 
upon qualifying for the marshal’s 


post. 

At Washington it was said 
Schoen had refused a resign and 
was being removed. 

Elected to his second’ term in 
the Legislature last autumn, 
Schnatmeier, during his first 
term, «as outspoken in his criti- 
cism of former Gov.

He demanded that Smith 
divulge the name of the “mys- 
tery man” the former Governor 
said had informed him a slush 
fund had been raised to defeat 
truck fee legislation. 

In a letter to Smith, Schnat- 
meier said public interest, as well 
as reputation of members of the 
Legislature demanded that the in- 
formant be named. The identity 
of the “mystery man” was not re- 
vealed, however. 

Born in St. Charles, Schnat- 
meier was an employe of the old 
Curtiss-Wright Corp. at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field before his election 
as sheriff in 1941, He volun- 
teered for military service, but 
was rejected and completed his 
term as sheriff in 1945. He then 
became part owner and editor of 
the Daily Cosmos-Monitor, pub- 
lished at St. Charles. Selhing his 
interest in the newspaper in 1949, 
he joined the sales force of an ink 
firm. 

Schnatmeier is married, has one 
daughter, and lives at 802 Monroe 
street, St. Charlies. He will resign 
from the Legislature.

Donnelly selects to succeed 
Ralph W. Hammond as state director of civil 
defense, one thing is sure. He will need to be a 
man willing and determined to fight for ade- 
quate appropriations, as was Mr. Hammond. He 
will also need to have Gov. Donnelly and the 
legislative delegations of Missouri cities in there 


- fighting with him. 


State civil defense is in a parlous way. It will 
go out of existence in Missouri entirely June 30 
unless a bill is passed to extend its life. Mr. 
Hammond has resigned as director, He asked for 
an appropriation of $150,000 a year, Gov. Don- 
fhelly cut it to $37,500, and the House Appropri- 
ations Committee further reduced it to $12,500, 

Either the sum recommended by the commit- 
tee or that proposed by the Governor would be 
too little to do any good and too much to waste. 
Illinois has appropriated $526,000 a year for 
civil defense, Wisconsin $825,000, Tennessee 
$969,000, Ohio $1,562,000. Missouri’s principal 
cities are in the same danger as the principal 
cities of those states. 


If the state civil defense act is allowed to 
lapse, St. Louis and other cities in the state 
will be unable to work with the Federal Civil 
Defense Administration, for that agency deals 
only through state agencies. Unless the State 
Government of Missouri appropriates matching 
funds, civil defense will cost St. Louis and other 
cities more than their share. Federal matching 
funds are appropriated on the assumption that 
the state will put up 25 per cent and the city 
25 per cent. So far St. Louis has had to put up 
its share and the state’s share, too. 


Do Gov, Donnelly and the big-city delegations 
in the Legislature realize the need for civil de- 
fense? Their actions do not indicate that they 
do. Mr. Hammond informed the Post-Dispatch: 

I have been told from very excellent au- 
thority that the leaders from your city are 
very definitely cool, if not cold, on the sub- 
ject. Something should be done about it. 
There is no question in my mind but what 
those Senators alone could guide the destiny 
of the entire program. 

What do the seven Senators from St. Louis 
and the three from the gounty mean to do about 
it? After all they constitute nearly one third 


of the State Senate. 
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Censor for Tax Inquiries

Senator Williams originated the investigations 
of the Bureau of Internal Revenue in the Tru- 
man Administration and it might have been sup- 
posed that the Republican leadership would be 
glad to have him continue his work.

In his first term in the office, Mr. Donnelly 
developed a reputation as a strong Governor. 
Even though the lower chamber of the Legis- 
alture, then as now, was dominated by the Re- 
publicans, the Democratic chief executive bat- 
tled successfully for major items in his legisla- 
tive program. | 

But as Herbert A. Trask, the State Political 
Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, reported 
Sunday, things are different now. The Governor 
outlined a generally commendable program in 
his inaugural message, but he has done little, 
even with the Democrats in control of the State 
Senate, to promote its enactment. 

His proposal for the lifting of the state sales 
tax from foods and his plan to have the state 
recover aid payments from the estates of old 
age pensioners already have been scuttled. 

Important measures for the creation of a non- 
partisan state park board, for more adequate 
aid to the blind and to dependent children, for 
a change in the August primary date, for the in- 
troduction of voting machines, for a fair em- 
ployment practices law, for a little Hoover com- 
mission, and for new highway legislation are 
languishing in the State Senate. Hope for them 
diminishes as the Legislature draws nearer and 
nearer to its compulsory adjournment date. 

The House, on the whole, has done better than 
has the upper chamber. This is especially true 
in connection with the state hospital improve- 
ment program, an issue on which the Governor 
seems to have gone back on his original humani- 
tarian position. Good work in the House, how- 
ever, will be in vain if the Senate remains in- 
different and obstructionist. Here is a splendid 
opportunity for such leaders as Senator Michael 
Kinney of St. Louis. 

Above all, it is an opportunity for the Gover- 
nor to reassert his leadership in all its vigor.

Everyone who has ever stood and watched 
while excavators, riveters or structural steel 
workers went busily about the construction of a 
new building,, will approve what the Nashville 
Electric Service did. When the handsome Elec- 
tric Center was being put up, to housé the mv- 
nicipal electric system, a Sidewalk Superintend- 


_ ents’ Bar was erected at a choice vantage point. 


At one end of the bar was a low peep-hole la- 
beled “Junior Supts.” At the other end, adjoin- 
ing the painted likeness of a fire plug, were two 
small, eye-like peepholes still closer to the 
ground, labeled “Dog Watch.” In the center of 
the bar was a slot flanked by the words, ‘Sug- 
gestions are Welcome.” 


If the sidewalk superintendent has come thus 
far into his own, there may be a brighter future 
than many people suppose for the poker kibitzer, 
the Monday morning quarterback and the back- 
seat driver. This Tennessee setup was really side- 
walk superintending in luxtiry. The one point at 
which it could be improved, it seems to us, is at 
the suggestion slot. 


Sidewalk superintendents we have seen are in 
no mood for making suggestions. There is some- 
thing about the nature of the job that leads a 
superintendent to drop his jaw and take on a 
glassy stare. It is wonderfully ‘restful to watch 
other people at work. Occasionally a superin- 
tendent will rouse himself sufficiently to wonder 
what that big lumbering piece of equipment is, 
or why they are putting that dingbat over 
against that whatchamaycallit. It is for occasions 
like these that the suggestion slot should be a 
question slot, which the superintendent can poke 
his query into, and have his answer pop right 
back out, 
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Back of the Dumps 

Facts coming out of St. Louis county hearings 
on garbage disposal ought to shock county resi- 
dents into demanding better sanitary practices. 

One fact, brought out when garbage haulers 
and hog feeders attended a hearing, is that the 
county’s chief method of disposing of garbage 
still fs to feed it to hogs. That may be satisfac- 
tory for a rural area but for a growing county, 
hogs will hardly remain adequate garbage cans, 

Another fact, stated by Health Commissioner 
Domke, is that the county now has 40 dump 
areas—and 39 of them do not comply with sani- 
tary requirements. That is why county officials 
are studying ways to establish sanitary land fills. 

Land fills are not only the most economical 
answer to sanitary garbage disposal—they are 
the only answer in sight unless the county wants 
to pollute itself. 
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Parents Can Help 

Can St. Louisans afford to deny their school 
system the additional tax money which it must 
have to sustain itself? 

Are they willing to abandon or seriously cur- 
tail public school education for the deaf child, 
the youngster with only partial vision, the boys 
and girls who are crippled and otherwise handi- 
capped, either physically or mentally? 

Would they kill the speech correction classes 
now attended by some 4000 youngsters in 61 
elementary schools? Are they willing to cut out 
the home teaching service whereby children with 
serious illnesses can continue with their studies? 

And what of the programs of instruction for 
school-age patients at City, Homer G: Phillips, 
Koch and Shriners’ hospitals? Or the special 
classes at Bellefontaine Farms for boys and 
Meramec Hills for girls? 

What of the activities in the regular eleme 
tary and high schools? Are they to be supported? 
Is the quality of teaching to be maintained at 
current high levels? Or is it perhaps to be di- 
luted because citizens decline to pay fair salaries, 
and teachers seek better treatment in other 
systems? 

To know the schools is to realize that there 
can be no thought of abandoning or curtailing 
educational services and cutting salaries. Surely 
those parents who have taken advantage of 
“open house” visits in the schools are conyinced 
that St. Louis must meet the ‘bill. And if they 
spread the word, conviction can be translated 
into approval at the April 7 election.

Each of us has the privilege of represent- 
ing non-profit organizations whose purpose 
is to provide the maximum amount of 
power at the lowest possible cost. You have 
chosen to band together and provide your- 
selves a necessary service which you could 
not obtain individually. 


In no case were co-operative or public 


systems instituted because of any ideologi- — 


cal preference, They were organized sim- 
ply because there was an unmet need for 
an essential service, electricity, or because 
consumers felt they 
could obtain lower 
rates or better serv- 
ice in this manner. 

You are entering 
your second decade 
of service to the rur- 
al electric co-opera- 
tives and over 3,000,- 
000 farm families of 
the nation. 

One of the founda- 
tion stones of our 
power policy stands 
in imminent danger

the fabric of our national policies for al- 
most 50 years. 


I refer to the preference policies which 
were first enunciated in the Reclamation 
Act of 1906, and which have been reaf- 
firmed and strengthened on at least 10 
different occasions since that time. 


Core of American Conservation 


These are the provisions which require 
that local public bodies and rural electric 


co-operatives receive preference in the ' 


marketing of power from federal power 
projects. 


These preference provisions go to the 
very core of American philosophy as ‘to 
the use of our natural resources. That phi- 
losophy, expréssed repeatedly by Congress, 
in one act after another, has been that our 
natural resources- belong to the people of 
the nation, and their use shall not be 
monopolized by private individuals or cor- 
porations. 

These original preference provisions 
were adopted under a Republican admin- 
istration, and have been reaffirmed under 
both Republican and Democratic adminis- 


‘trations. The preference provisions, there- 


fore, do not bear a partisan label. 

The intent of Congress has been unmis- 
takably clear. Congress has categorically 
rejected the converse of the preference 


- clause—that is; the sale of power at the 


dam, on a first-come, first-served basis, to 
available customers. Congress has recog- 
nized that sales at the dam would result 
in monopolization of publicly developed 
power by private companies, and that the 
non-profit public agencies and co-opera- 
tives would be denied the benefits of this 
public resource. 


Utility Lobby Seeks Repeal 


Today, the preference policies stand in 
the greatest danger they have faced dur- 
ing the entire period of their existence. 
During recent months there has been an 
ever-increasing clamor from the private 
utility companies against them. The chief 
lobbyist of the private utilities, Purcell L. 
Smith, has stated publicly on several occa- 
sions that one of the primary objectives 
of his organization in the current session 
of Congress will be to seek the repeal of 
preference provisions. ' * 

I think it is well to examine the princi- 
pal charges being leveled by the private 
utilities against these provisions. Perhaps 
the charge most frequently ‘made is that 
the preference clause is discriminatory; 
that it favors the publicly owned utilities 
and does not permit the private utilities to 
obtain their fair share of public power. 

‘The most recent figures which are avail- 
able show that the Department of the In- 
terior, which is the principal marketing 


Sie ® 


agency for federal power, sold 35.2 per 
cent of all its power to private utilities in 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1951. In 
contrast the local public agencies, such as 
the municipalities, public utility districts 
and state government utilities, received 
only 24.5 per cent of the Interior Depart- 
ment power. 


Rural electric co-operatives received only 
2.5 per cent of the federal power. 

It is also significant to note that 29.7 
per cent of the power being marketed by 
the Interior Department was sold directly 
to industriat and commercial companies. 
When you add this amount to that sold to 
the private utilities, a total of 64.9 per cent 
of the power is shown to be marketed to 
private companies — about twice the 
amount sold to al] preference customers. 


The private utility arguments against 
the preference clause in reality are merely 
a smoke-screen to hide their real purpose, 
which is to attempt to monopolize for 
themselves the power produced at these 
valuable hydro-electric resources. 


Will Congress Reverse Tradition? 


Now, none of us knows what action 
Congress will take in the current session 
on repealing the preference provisions in 
national legislation. We earnestly hope 
that Congress will see the implications of 
a reversal of basic national policies which 
are so deeply rooted in American tradi- 
tions. The preference provisions can be un- 
dermined or circumvented in other ways, 
and we must be on guard against these 
developments as well as the overt attempts. 


One of the most striking cases is in the 
present attempt to secure approval of the 
St. Lawrence seaway and power project. 


It now. appears that the principal legis- 
lative effort in Congress will be behind a 
bill by Senator Wiley of Wisconsin which 


_would provide for American participation 


in the seaway, but would leave the power 
provisions entirely in the hands of New 
York state and the Province of Ontario. 


In intervening in this proceeding, we 
were fearful that, unless the Federal Power 
Commission required the New York Power 
Authority to give preference to local pub- 
lic agencies and co-operatives, the Power 
Authority would not do so, 


Power Cut Down to 5 Per Cent 


Our fears were confirmed during the 
course of the hearings, for under cross ex- 
amination the chairman of the New York 
Power Autharity stated that the Power Au- 
thority would not give preference to local 
public agencies and co-operatives, but in- 
stead would give these non-profit agencies 
a pro-rata share of the power, along with 
the private utilities. Under this plan, the 
public agencies and co-operatives might re- 
ceive as little as 5 to 10 per cent of the 
total amount of power available at the 
project. 

The New York Power Authority was 
further in the anomalous position of ask- 
ing for a preference in the issuance of the 
license, since public agencies are entitled 
to a preference from FPC in obtaining 
permits for hydro projects; yet the chair- 
man of the Power Authority stated he 
would not pass that preference along to 
the lecal public bodies and co-operatives. 
\

PRINCE OF ISRAEL, by Elias Gilmer. (Exposition

In-the preface to this historical novel, 
Gilner says:

Somehow he 
felt that the final 
curtain of the drama 
had not yet come 
down and humanity 
could still write a 
just and happy end- 
ing to many acts of 
stark tragedy.”

for a homeland, the unflagging pride 
and determination of people long subju- 
gated and exploited. 


_ That it is melodramatic detracts from 
it not at all. 

Leader of Judea’s struggle against Romé 
was Shemon, who emerged from the cav- 
erns of his native hills to become the liber- 
ator of his people. By sheer faith and 
force of personality, he forged and armed 
a guerrilla band that became a triumphant 
army. 


His victories spread through all of Ju- 
dea, but as Rome rallied its forces he was 
forced to watch his triumphant tide re- 
cede. The towns he had liberated were re- 
captured, and one by one his armies were 
destroyed. And finally he himself was de- 
Stroyed, leaving only a son to carry the 
embers of his once ardent hopes. 

For his struggle, Shemon was made Bar- 
Kokba, prince of Israel, and as such is 
the symbol of the struggle that still goes 
on—for a strong and united homeland for 
Judaism. 

To those who have a personal interest 
in the future.of the Israeli, this will be in- 
spirational reading. For those whose in- 
terests are only literary it will be a mildly 
pleasant blend of history and legend.

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Realities in French-U:S. Relations 


WASHINGTON. 


HE FRENCH MINISTERS have come to Washington at a diffi- 
cult moment for them and for the new Administration. Neither 
they nor the Americans they will negotiate with command a 
secure majority which permits them to make firm commitments. 
In fact they will be negotiating about what each might propose to 
itg parliament, rather than about what the two Governments can 


and will in fact do. 


Neither, it might as well be recognized, is 


able at the moment to speak with sovereign authority. 


This means that each will be 

+ pay - for help from the other 
winning support at home.

And on 
our side, in or- 
der to reconcile

The situation is ene which puts 
a high premium on working for 
the appearances rather than on 
the realities, and the substance. 
Might it not be better, even 
better politics, to think less of 
how to win the next vote in the 
French Parliament and in the 
American Congress, relying on 
the ultimate good sense of the 
two nations if they are spoken to 
frankly and informatively about 
the vital interests which bind 
them together and the great un- 
resolved issues which are push- 
ing them apart? 


Without Honor at Home. 


We have seen in the recent past 
how a French foreign minister 
became more and more popular in 
Congress as he lost more and 
more influence at home. And we 
have seen an American Secretary 
of State who could have had a 
vote of confidence in any Western 
European legislative agsembly but 
never one in his own. 

Both men were trying to deal 
constructively with urgent prob- 
lems. But having so. little author- 
ity to commit their governments, 
having come almost to despair of 
leadership by persuasion, they set 
to work on a bureaucratic struc- 
ture leaving the hard issues of the 
Franco-German reconciliation and 
of the participation of these two 
countries in extra-European af- 
fairs undiscussed and unsettled. 

Yet it is these neglected but 
impressive questions which are 
festering in Europe. By the hard 
issues I mean such things as what 
happens under the pacts to the 
problem of German unity; what 
happens to the German frontier 
not only in the Saar but above all 
in the East; how is the French 
army, heavily involved in Indo- 
china and in Africa, to avoid 
being swallowed_by a larger and 
more powerful German force in- 
side the European army. 

Thesé are questions which 
trouble Germans. and Frenchmen, 
as they would Americans if we 
were faced with them in the con- 
crete. 


French Plan Backfires. 


In effect, France and Germany 
are being urged to unite, to fuse 
to put their con- 
scripted sons under foreign com- 
mand, but not to talk or think | 
much about the questions which 
trouble them the most deeply. 

It is this combination of de- 
manding what it is difficult for 
any nation to concede, and yet 
avoiding what any nation must 
worry about, which accounts for 
the fact that the Schuman-Ache- 
son system does not have in either 
France or Germany—even if the 
votes can be scraped together to 
ratify—the kind of national sup 
port which must be there if the 
system is to be made to work over 
the years. 

Eventually, and so why not now, 
there will be a break through the 
embarrassment and pretense 
which has enveloped Franco-

The French find that the plan, 
which everyone scoffed at when 
they first presented it because it 
made German rearmament im- 
practicable, has been converted 
into a scheme which now promises 
to make the German army the 
dominant military force inside the 
European army. 


No Substitute for France. 


The French do not like their 
own — though radically trans- 
formed—invention and there is 
acute embarrassment for them in 
their relations with us and their 
other allies. The situation cannot 
be cured, I believe, by promises 
about ratification sometime in the 
future. You can lead a horse to 
water but you cannot make him 
drink. You can make a pariia- 
ment sign a pact, you cannot 
make a nation support it against 
its will. 

The situation could be cured, I 
believe, if the two governments 
would only nerve themselves to 
the idea of treating the two na- 
tions as adult, and then of .mak- 
ing what they say in public ex- 
press in some substantial degree 
their serious and actual views of 
these momentous matters. 

If they did that, they would 
dwell on the unchanging condi- 
tion which is that France cannot 
be defended except within the 
Atlantic Community and _ that 
without France the security of 
the Atlantic Community cannot 
be organized. There is, therefore, 
no substitute for France, leaving 
aside the great imponderables, in 
the military constitution of West- 
ern civilization. 

It is sheer silliness end geo- 
graphical illiteracy to talk about 
“substituting” Germany for 
France lies between Germany and 
the United States and the high 
roads to Germany must cross 
France. There is no possible way 
in which the United States could 
make an effective military alli- 
ance with Germany unless France 
not only consented but collabor- 

ted. 


Ratification Not Enough. 


Without a strong and friendly 
France, the position of Britain, as 
we saw in 1940, is one of mortal 
peril. Without a strong and 
friendly France, as we saw also 
in 1940, the United States cannot 
surely guarantee the security of 
South America. 

That being the underlying i<- 
ality, our French policy is bounu 
to begin and end with the cer- 
tainty that the vital interests of 
the two countries are indissolubly 
linked. On that foundation the 
true problem is not how to get 
the pacts ratified but how to get 
them into a shape’ where they are 
genuinely accepted and support- 
ed by the German and French 
peoples. 

I have no doubt myself that if 
this were the American attitude, 
things would fall into their true 
proportions and we should win 
what matters most in this whole 
business—namely, the true agree- 
ment of France to a reconciliation 
with Germany within the Atlantic 
Community.

Miss Leek is no stranger in 
ad _—_ music circles.

She teaches music at Hanley Jun- 
ior High School in University 

In a program as attractive in 
content as in ‘performance, Miss 
Leek displayed maturity in both 
musical interpretation and play- 
ing technique. Her clarineting 
was a joy to hear and behold. 
Her fingerwork was ever accur- 
ate and, in difficult passages, was 
dazzling. She achieved the true 
tone of the instrument in all 
registers. 

The program began, surprising- 
ly, in the modern idiom with 
“Sonatina,” a 1948 composition 
by Poland-born Antoni Szalowski. 
Miss Leek manipulated with ease 
the composition’s chromatics, oc- 
tave jumps, tenths, tremolos and 
the concluding pyrotechnical 
flourish. 

Turning to the classic litera- 
ture, Miss Leek played the lar- 
ghetto from Mozart's quintet for 
clarinet and strings. She took no 
undue liberties “with the noble 
legato line of the music. There 
was spirit in her playing, too. 

Milhaud’s “Suite for Violin, 
Clarinet and Piano” offered few 
solo opportunities for Miss Leek, 
but it did reveal her as an astute 
chamber ensemble performer. 
Her playing was expertly inte- 
grated with the equally impressive 
work of Dorothy Ziegler at the 
piano and Ernest Walker on the 
violin. othing of the charm, 
gaiety and humor in the modern 
score escaped the trio. 

Miss Leek’s final offering was 
the F Minor Sonata of Brahms. 
This sonata, one of the composer's 
last works, needs the virtuoso’s 
touch to keep it from sagging, 
particularly in the first two move- 
ments of slow tempo. Miss Leek 
4had all the requirements in tech- 
nique, tonal coloring and rhyth- 
mic understanding. She and her 
accompanist, Miss Ziegler, han- 
died the intricate rhythms, the 
three-against-four in three-quar- 
ter time for instance, with perfect 
co-ordination.

LONDON, March 30 (AP)— 
The thinning ranks of European 
royalty headed for London today 


to pay homage at the funeral of 
Queen Mary. 

The royal delegations were to 
include young King Baudouin of 
Belgium, Queen Juliana of The 
Netherlands and her husband, 
Prince Bernhard; Crown Prince 
Olav of Norway, and ex-King Um- 
berto of Italy. Greece’s Queen 
Frederika arrived yesterday. 


They will journey to Windsor 
Castle for simple funeral services 
tomorrow for the 85-year-old 
Queen Grandmother whose death 
last Tuesday severed British roy- 
alty’s last living tie with the Vic- 
torian era. The dowager who so 
Jong had symbolized the mon- 
archy for Britain's millions will 
be entombed beside her husband, 
Kirig George V, in St. George's 

Chapel, 

Throughout last night and to- 
day, mourning Britons moved 
past the dead Queen’s coffin as it 
lay in state in ancient Westmin- 
ster Hall, adjoining | the Houses 
of Parliament. 

By dawn, nearly 40,000 persons 
had passed the candlelit cata- 
falque. Queen Mary herself had 
made similar mourning pilgrim- 
ages to the hall 13 months ago, 
when her son, King George VI, 
lay in state there. 

The Queen's coffin was brought 
to the hall yesterday, carried | 
through crowded, silent London | 
streets from Marlborough House, 
her residence where she died. 
Before the procession, the royal 
family attended a memorial serv- 
ice for her in the chapel there. 

Detachments from the Guards 
Brigade, the Household Cavalry, 


the Royal Navy, the Royal Ma- 
rines, the R.A.F. and nursing 
services escorted the bier to 
Westminster. Behind the coffin 
marched the four royal dukes— 
her two surviving sons, the Dukes

Queen Mary's standard was 
draped on the bier. There was 
only one wreath. The card read— 
“In loving memory, from her de- 
voted Lilibet and Philip.” Lilibet 
was the pet name of Elizabeth II 
when she was a little girl; Philip 
is the Duke of Edinburgh. 

The lying-in-state was televised 
sto nJllions last night.

Meanwhile, speculation devel- 
oped that Queen Mary has left 
large fortunes to some of the less 
affluent members of the royal 
family. 


Some reports have estimated the 
Queen Grandmother's fortune at

This technique has _ varied 
scarcely at all since the Senator 
first began to use it in 1949.

Essentially it is a technique of 
distortion. A little fact or merely 
rumor or hearsay is seized upon 
as the basis for flat assertions 
and charges that grow in magni- 
tude as a McCarthy campaign de- 
velops. It is this method of leap- 
ing from one exaggeration to a 
greater distortion that over- 
whelmg men accustomed to tradi- 
tion apolitical debate. 


Helped Reds in Germany. 


The technique should now be 
recognized for what it is. The 
variations since it was first em- 
ployed have been few. In 1949 
McCarthy set out to prove that 
American Army officers prosecut- 
ing SS troopers charged with the 
massacre of unarmed American 
prisoners at the time of the Bat- 
tle of the Bulge had used the 
most savage brutality to obtain 
confessions. 

All evidence to the contrary was 
brushed aside and the McCarthy 
statements became more and more 
sweeping. He accused Americans 
in Occupied Germany of doing 
what not ever?, in his words, the 
Russians would do. 

This happened, of course, to 
be a great gift to Communist 
propaganda in Germany.

In the 1912 Olympic Games at 
Stockholm he won both the de- 
cathlon and. pentathlon. Sweden's 
King Gustav V told him: “Sir, 
you are the greatest athlete in 
the world.” 
Outstanding by Vote of Press. 
He made Walter Camp’s All- 
America team in 1911 and 1912 
at Carlisle as a runner, kicker 
and passer. He played profession- 
al football ‘and 
years, six: of them in the big 
leagues.

Refinishing Stairs. 


HAT with all the ranch 
W rouses they were building, it 

looked for a while as if stairs 
were on the way out. Now, how- 
ever, there is a slight change in 
trend and stairs seems to to be 
still in business. Anyway, a lot 
of people have stairs and a lot 
of these stairs are in need of re- 
finishing. 

You refinish stairs in much the 
same fashion as you do floors ex- 
cept that stairs aren't quite as 
much fun to work on. What you 
need for this job is a small elec- 
tric sander called an “edger.” 
You'll also need a small plane, 
sandpaper and steel wool. Start 
off with the “edger” and remove 
the old finish and get the wood 
nice and smooth. 

There will be a lot of spots too 


small for this machine and these 
you'll have to do with sandpaper 
or steel wool. Along the edge of 
each stair tread you may find 
very bad rough spots or places 
where the wood has been split. 
These should be smoothed out 
with the plane and then sanded. 

Very bad spots can be patched 
with a wood filler or with a wood 
patch. Any squeaks in the stairs 
should be eliminated by nailing 
or screwing the stair tread into 
the stair riser. 

Once you've dons all this you 
can go to work applying the fin- 
ish. You can use either paint, 
shellac, varnish, or a floor 
All of them are good but if y 
use paint, don’t use a light col- 
ored one on the risers as it will 
get scuffed up quickly. 

It takes time for a finish to dry 
so the best policy is to finish 
every other tread and when these 
are dry paint the alternate ones. 
Keep the unfinished treads cov- 
ered with paper so they won't be- 
come soiled, ‘

“We were of every race, color 
and size,” she said.
